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The examiner would like to point that the original specificaiton filed on November 21 st , 2003 defines the "fluid communication component" 
as "an element that is structrued to allow a fluid to pass from an interior gas space to an exterior gas space or vice versa". The amended 
specification filed on June 5 th , 2007 defines the "fluid communiciation compnent" as an element that is not part of a filter cartridge and that 
is structrured to allow a fluid to pass from an interior gas space to an exterior gas space or vice versa". The change of definition of "fluid 
communication component" is defined as new matter. The applicant than argues that Scholey does not show or illustrate the securement 
of a fluid communication component to the supporting portion of a face piece insert nor does it describe the step of providing at least one 
fluid communication component seperately from supporting portion of the face piece insert. The examiner dsagrees. Column 2 lines 48-60 
of the Scholey clearly states that the fluid communicaiton component 24 being secured to the supporting portion of a face pieceinsert. 
(Scholey states that "the mask body 12 (the mask body defined as face piece insert) also includes a pair of cartridge openings 20 and 
additionally incldues over molded rubber like flange members 22 located within the cartridge openings (the cartridge openings and the 
flange members define the supporting portion of the face piece insert that secure the fluid communicaiton component) to receve and seal 
cartridges within the cartridge openings".) 
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
